A Zealous Official. 


It is reported that Mr. Krause, Su- 
perintendent of Buildings, has found it 
necessary to condemn certain smaller 
buildings because of insufficient 
studding. The facts pertaining 
to these last named cases have 
not ‘been looked into by this depart- 
ment, but, from his previous record for 
fidelity to duty, it is believed that the 
City Superintendent of Buildings acted 
within the limits of his authority. 
Where so much building is in progress, 
as is the case in this city, there are 
nearly always some owners and con- 
tractors who need looking after to in- 
sure the proper observance of the city 
ordinances relating to building, and 
vigilance on the part of the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings, and feariessneas 
in the discharge of duty, is necessary, as 
a general thing, to secure adeqhate pro- 
tection for the rights of the city. 


GROWTH OF CITIES. 
JUNE BUILDING PERMITS. 

Bullding operations in the twenty- 
three leading cities of the country dur- 
ing the past calendar month, as shown 
by special reports compiled by the 
Construction News of Chicago, were 
10 per cent. less than those of the cor- 
responding month a year ago. 

That publication shows that permits 
were granted during the month for the 
construction of 7430 buildings, involv- 
ing a cost of $32,166,268, against 6559 
buildings aggregating $25,885,980 in cost 
for the corresponding month a year 
ago, an increase of 781 buildings and a 
decrease of $3,719,712. The figures in 
detaii follow:

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Of the twenty-three cities sixteen 
show gains varying from 7 to 233 per 
cent., while losses in seven cities vary 
from .004 to ci per cent., the principal! 
losses are in the large cities such as 
New York 45 per cent., Chicago 7, Phil- 
adeiphia .004, St. Louis 54. Cincinnati 
61. Seattle 18, and Minneapolis 3 per 
cent. Building operatiops in New York 
City hav@ been greatly curtailed on ac- 
count of serious labor troubles and at 
this time there is no certainty as to 
when operations will be resumed. The 
decrease in Chicago can be attributed 
to labor troubles in other lines than 
the building trades and also to the en- 
forcement of the tenement-house law, 
whioh has seriously interfered with the 
operations of speculative builders. In 
St. Louis the great detriment has been 
the high prices of building materials 
and wages. Labor troubles have also 
interfered with operations in Cincin- 
nati.

CONCRETE HOUSES. 
A GOOD SUBSTITUTE FOR STONE. 

A correspondent of the St. Louls 
Globe-Democrat recently had an art.- 
cle in regard to concrete houses, which 
are beginning to grow in favor in 
this section. He says: 

Concrete, as the term is g>nerally 
used, means a mass of rydrauiic lime, 
sand and gravel or boken stone, mixed 
in such propertions as the quality or 
the seyeral ingredients may make 
most judicious. Ordinarily three to 
five parts, by measure, of sand is thor- 
oughiy mixed with one part o« time. 
Atter this meas has been worked over 
until no streaks or other evidences o. 
unevenness can be seen, it is mols- 
tened into a condition that wi. make 
it adhere to the surface ot the gravel! 
or broken stone, which should then be 
added, the whole mess thoroughly 
mixed, and more stone or gravel ad- 


all the interstices 80 as to exclude the 
air. The result will be. that one bushel 
of lime will be combined with from six 
to ten times its own bulk of sand 
and stone. The lime must be good, 
the sand must be.clean and sharp, 
and if made up of particles Tins and 
coarse (from the Aae of rifle powder 
to robins’ eggs) all the better. The 
gravel must be free from earth, cr if 
becken stone is ured it must be clean. 
Whether broken stone or pure gravel 
ia best is a disputed point; eithe: is 
good enoug>. The concrete thus pre- 
pared, if intended for builJing a wail, 
is placed between planks about one 
foot wide, and as far apart as the wall 
is to thick, and held in place. by 
mall iron rods, having large head: or 
locps on one end and thumb-screws o: 
the other. The cement ts compacted 
and beaten down hard between, te 
planks, and if there has not beg too 
much water used in "making up the 
mass, it will soon set, so as to alow 
ine planks to be taken away and used 
over again on top of tre wall first 
made; the thumb-tcrews on the rod 
are easily removed, and the rods 
drawn out to be used again, until the 
wall te finie»xed. In const-ucting builé- 
ings of concrete, about one course of 
one foot Ligh all around tne outeld »s, 
ami im the partitions, wll will be about 
hizh cnough to go in a day. But care 
will be called for not to gu 80 fast as 
to crush the wall before it has set 
suffciently to sustain the weight. The 
velar valls of an ordinary two-story 
pbuilding should be eighteen or twenty 
inches thick; the next story one foot, 
and the upper story eight inches. There 
are many buildings in and abeut Syra- 
cuse, N. T., made of artificial stones 
that are formed in molds, the mate- 
rial being such as I have described, 
and laid in cement of this same kind.

This bazaar was filled with shoppers when I visited it, 
crowds of men in caps, overcoats and top boots, of poorly- 
dressed peasant women in gowns and head shawls and 
of the well-clad, substantial merchant class moved to and 
fro. There were many well-dressed gentlemen, ladies and 
children going from store to store, and also many people 


resting and chatting on the seats which line the streets 
of the bazaar. 


American Goods in Moscow. 


This bazaar is only one of a half dozen or more in Mos- 
cow. The others are smaller, but some of them would 
be considered large anywhere. Moscow is the commer- 
cial capital Of Russia. Its business is scattered, and 1 
have walked myself tired in going from one commercial 
quarter to another. Many new stores are going up, and 
in some American elevators and others of our inven- 
tions are being introduced. 

There is one store here which sells nothing but Amer- 
ican goods, and, strange to say, it belongs to an English- 
man, who has made a fortune in dealing in pur special- 
ties. His name is Block, and he has been doing business 
in Russia for the past twenty years. He started as an 
agent of the Fairbanks scales, and pushed them so that 
the government adopted them and made them the stand- 
ard scales of Russia. Block then took the agency for 
other American goods, and continued increasing his bust- 
ness until now he handles American typewriters, furni- 


the inside track, and that owing to the influence of an 
ex-sweetheart of the Czar. This story is fishy at best, 
and I do not believe it, but it shows the kind of gossip 
one hears at these Buropean courts. According to “, the 
Czar had an actress sweetheart to whom he was de- 
voted while he was Crown Prince, but whom he dis- 
missed when he ascended the throne. She then pecame 
the sweetheart of one of the Grand Dukes, who, in time, 
became interested in the electric railway concession, and 
in connection with her, procured the Czar’s favor. 

I asked Mr. Verner about this matter. He replied: 

“There is nothing in any of the stories about conces- 
sions being granted to myself or to any other American 
through such influence. I have been in Russia for sev- 
eral years devoting my time to this matter, and I do 
not know the name of the man or woman alleged to be 
interested in this case. Besides the Russians do not 
do business that way. They know al! about street rail- 
ways and what they are making in other parts of the 
world. They understand what it costs to build and oper- 
ate them, and what the probable profits will be. If they 
give a concession, it will be on business principles and 
in a business way. My proposition is that of a plain, 
business American. It is for the exclusive right to build 
and operate electric roads in St. Petersburg, the conces- 
sion to run for one hundred years. The Czar has ordered 
a commission of his ministers to pass upon the proposi- 
tion. I hope that we may get the concession.” 
Americans who are coming o Russia to engage in 
business should look into the trade laws and taxes. 
These are peculiar to the country. Any one can open 
a store or factory with the exception of a priest or 
Protestant minister who has a charge, or a foreign Jew. 
All persons employed in trade or industry have to pay a 
special professiona)] tax, and all commercia! undertak- 
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ngs are subject to tax. The different branches of trade 
ire divided into twenty sections, each of which has its 
own tax or license, ranging from $800 down: Every 
rading establishment of the first section pays $260 and 
wery store about $16. Industrial enterprises pay more. 


There is a tax on capital amounting to six per cent. of 
he profifS® when the profits exceed ten per cent of the 
capital. All persons who engage in trade are bound to 
tcep certain kinds of books, and that without corrections 
or erasures. If there are any mistakes the entry must 
ye bracketed and a note made of the corrections. Such 
vooks are private, but they can be called for by order of 
the court. 

According to law, a Russian clerk cannot carry on any 
business of his own or that of any other person except 
his master’s. His employment is after special contracts, 
which must be written, and if he breaks them he is re- 
sponsible to his master for any loss or injury through 
competition caused by him. The clerk can be fined to 
the amount of fifty dollars and imprisoned for three 
‘months in such an event. Every clerk must within a 
month after the end of each year give an account of his 
work to his employer, and he is responsible for all dam- 
nce premeditated or brought about by carelessness dur- 
ing his service. This includes bookkeepers, correspon- 
dents, salesmen and workmen. 


Open-Air Markets. 


A vast deal of Russian business is done by peddlers, 
who carry the goods from village to village in wagons 
and trade them for grain, eggs, flax, hemp and wool. 
There are many peddlers with packs on their backs, both 
in the cities and in the country, and there are open-air 
markets in the cities every Sunday, where these peddlers 
congregate, selling all sorts of things. I have attended 
some in St. Petersburg, and 1 find large ones here in 
Moscow. 

The Sunday market in Moscow begins early and closes 
about 2 o'clock. It is held in a wide street not far from 
some of the chief churches, and extends along this street 
for about a mile. The street, with the exception of the 
car track, is filled with tents and sheds and tables, upon 
which the wares are spread. Some merchapts lay their 
stock on the ground. 

I visited this market the other day. There must have 
been something like a thousand merchants, each selling 
his own kind of wares. There were hundreds of boot 
and shoe stores. The goods were home-made, and most 
of them cheap. They were hung from racks or placed 
on low tables. The shoe merchants were long-coated, 
bigh-booted men with caps. They tried the shoes on 
their customers out in the broiling sun, and then dick- 
ered with them as to the price. 


Women Haberdashers. 


The most of the men's furnishing goods were sold by 
women. I saw them selling men's caps, shirts, coats, and 
even trousers. Women walked about with great loads 
of trousers on their shoulders and on their arms, beg- 
ging of the peasants to buy. The cap peddlers carried 
their wares in four-bushel baskets. They had brushes 
and kept brushing the caps to call the attention of the 
crowd. The purchasers tried on the wares without the 
aid of a mirror, the only question being that of fit, for 
the same kind of cap is used all over Russia. 

About the only things I did not see in this market were 
corsets and underwear. Only the ladies of Russia wear 
corsets, and these markets are patronized chiefly by the 
peasants, whose women have waists of goodly propor- 
tions, unaffected by pressure. As to underwear, the 
poorer Russians do not use it. Many of them sleep in 
the same clothes that they wear in the day time, and 
some keep a suit on until it falls to pieces, 


Pictures for Signs. 


One of the queer features of Russian business is the 
use of pictures for letters in making sign boards. A 
large percentage of the people cannot read or write, but 
all can understand pictures. Every store has on its 
walls facing the street paintings representing the goods 
sold within. If it is a shoe store, the wall will be cov- 
ered with painted boots and shoes; if a bakery, there will 
be loaves of bread, and if a butcher shop, all sorts of 
joints of meat, sausages, etc. The usual barber sign has 
a man shaving a customer, and a dentist a representation 
of one pulling a tooth. The dairy signs are cows with 
milk maids at work, and the tea signs are gaudy China- 
men sipping tea. You can see pictures of graphophones 
and sewing machines on the walls of some of the stores, 
and the American bicycle and automobile are shown 
forth in the same way. 

The windows are filled with samples of the merchan- 
fise sold within, and some kinds of goods are hung out- 
side during the day time. There is little business done 
after dark, but the light lasts so long in the summer that 
it is full day until long after 9 p. m. 


Russian Stocks. 


The Russians are babies as stock speculators. They 
have just begun to monkey with the buzz saw, and are 
afraid of its teeth. They are conservative, and prefer to 
put their money into the imperial savings banks or 
government bonds. They have at present about 400. 
000,000 so invested, and without they can make 20, 30 or 
40 per cent per annum outside, they will not subscribe. 
They are afraid of new institutions, and no American 
need expect to come here and start an enterprise based on 
Russian capital. He must furnish enough to make the 
business pay, and he then may be able to sell his stock. 

1 visited the Moscow Stock Exchange the other day. 
There were about 500 brokers present, but the crowd 
looked more like one of farmers than of bankers and 
brokers, The most of the men wore caps and long 
overcoats. Many of them were merchants, a few were 
Chinese, one was a Persian and several were Armenians. 
The trading was slow, and there was more gossiping than 
selling. 

The stock companies here are operated with foreign 
capital. The French have invested most, next the Bel- 
gians, then the Germans, and then the English The 
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Americans are far in the rear. The French and Belgians | 
are operating chiefly in southern Russia, the Germans 
more in Poland and the territory opposite the German 
frontier, while the English have their money pretty well 
scattered. The total number of stock companies is 1784, 
and the share capital is a little more than $1,000,000,000. 


Mines and Factories. 


The companies cover all branches of industry. Twenty- 

eight of them have iron mines of about thirty million 
dollars, and among these is the first foreign joint stock 
company of the empire. This was organized by an Eng- 
lishman named Youth with a capital of one million five 
hundred thousand dollars to operate coal and iron mines 
in the south. It has had an enormous success, and it 
now emptoys ten thousand workmen. 

There are nine companies interested in gold mines with 
a capital of twenty-five million dollars, forty-two in pe- 
troleum wells with a capital of about sixty million dol- 
lars, and thirty in coal mines, with a capital of about 
thirty-five’ million dollars. 

The largest industry is cotton, embracing cleaning, 
spinning and weaving mills. It is operated by one hun- 
dred and thirty-six companies, with a capital of more 
than one hundred millions. There are sixty-eight woolen 
companies, twenty-five linen companies, twenty-nine 
brewing companies and one hundred and seventy-eight 
sugar refineries. The most of these companies are doing 
well, and many of them pay very large dividends.

been able to exterminate the whale—centuries after the 
invention“ of the ship. 

So we must ask: Did the ichthyosaurians become the 
victim of a battle for existence with another monstrous 
animal of the ocean in the time when he had become 
lazy and defenseless as a result of thousands of years 
of unchallenged mastery of the sea? 

There are some. curious facts in which the answer 
may be hidden. 

In the end of the seventies Marsh found, in Jurassic 
formations of North America, a genuine ichthyosaurus 
which, strange to say, was entirely toothless. The gums 
had neither teeth, nor grooves in which teeth could nave 
been planted. The resolution of the leg bones into fins 
bad proceeded to so extreme a stage in this specimen 
that it was evident that a late, bighly-developed species 
had been found. Since then traces of related forms have 
been found in England in the latest Juraszic formations 
and in the chalk period. The American species was 
christened Baptanodon. What had happened to this ich- 
thyosaurus? 

Ichthyosaurus, the terrible armed robber who had 
chewed armored fishes and stony cuttlefishes with ease, 
evidently had “given up” his whole dental apparatus in 
some places late in his time. That means that he had 
adapted himself to circumstances in such a manner that 
he had become as good as helpless against any new, 
biting creature of the sea. 

Involuntarily one is reminded again of the whale and 
his relatives. 

The dolphin stil has powerful teeth. But the enor- 
mous Greenland whale, the extreme form of all whale 
beasts, only has “fringes” that give us whalebone. 
Those fringes evidently are very convenient for him. 
With them he sieves the ocean for myriads of little crea- 
tures which nourish him. What does he, the colossus of 
the sea, need of teeth? 

Plainly this whale proves by example that adap’ation 
can lead to an elimination of the teeth. The birds lost 
them, too; in the chalk period their bills stil! were 
toothed; then came the toothless beak: the free life in 
the air without competition made teeth unnecessary. 

It is apparent that the ichthyosaurians achieved ease 
in this manner in the end of the Jurassic period, when 
there were no enemies that demanded battle. 


Aud yet with such renunciation of their fighting pow- 
ers, the ichthyosaurians pronounced their own death sen-

tence, like the poor bird dodo. For the foes did arrive, 
with continuing development times altered, and what had 
not been, developed itself. So there arose the old ques- 
tion of life or death—death being the answer, of course, 
for the side that had become denuded of defense through 
its long term of easeful power. 

Incomplete as our knowledge is, one thing we know—at 
about the coming of Tertiary time, something decisive 
happened in the ocean. It was no mad catastrophe that 
choked uncounted masses of anima! forms in steam or 
carbonic acid gas. It was something that happened with 
the natural development of things. 

New hunters appeared in the ocean—hunters that had 
not been there in such form or might before. 

There was first the family of sharks. It grew unex- 
pectedily at that time. To our imagination the shark is 


sti’ the most horrible creature of the sea, and with 


reason. Shark forms greater and more savage than any 
now living surely meant for that ancient sea the gravest 
danger that could be imagined for other living creatures.

Today, when that vitality has long been decayine

Certainly no ichthyosaurus that had only rem- 


last part of the Cretaceous period, the whale-loke swim- 
ming mammals themselves. It is worth considering if 
the whales, appearing so significantly at the time of 
the disappearance of the ichthyosaurus, did not really 
destroy it in the very early days of their own existence. 

Although we do not know anything about their an- 
cestral tree, it is certain that the whales did not begin 
with toothless forms like our Greenland whale. Their 
first representatives appear to have possessed the terri- 
ble, almost shark-like, teeth of certain dolphins that 
belong to the most dangerous creatures of the sea today. 

Our killer whale, or orca, although generally only six 
yards long, succeeds with his ferocity and keen teeth in 
overcoming the Greenland whale, twenty yards long, 
which has absolutely no enemies beside him, except 
man. Such orcas, as large once as the Greenland whale 
is now, must have been able to slay both carcharadon 
shark and ichthyosaurus. Added to their size and 
strength was the mammal brain, that gave its possessor 
a further vast advantage over the weak organ of fish 
and reptile. 

That the sea peopled with these giant sharks and mon- 
ster dolphins was an uncanny home for all unarmored 
things at that time is proved by certain small but in- 
structive circumstances. 

Besides the ichthyosaurus, a whole horde of swimming 
reptiles had begun to venture into the open ocean in 
Triassic and Jurassic periods. Fishing busily with his 
long neck, there swam the plesiosaurus,a funny animal, 
of which it has been said graphically that it resembled 
a turtle that suddenly had acquired the neck of a 
swan. 

But already in the chalk period we find these plesio- 
saurs retiring more and more into the mouths of the 
great ocean rivers. They were fleeing from something. 

Imagine a thin, swan-neck in the jaws of a giant shark. 
It would snap off like straw. These long necks, then, 
first found good reason for flight. It didn’t help them, 
however. They disappeared with the ichthyosaurus. 

Then there was the pan sauriazn. These “paw 
beasts,” scientifically named teleosaurians, were croco- 
Ales, swimming cheerfully in the open ocean in those 
days. 

And for these crocodiles, too, the sea had become 

haunted the Cretaceous period. They, tod, crowded 
to the river mouths and appeared more and more in 
fresh waters. 
+ They succeeded in their struggle, so that they remain 
to this day. The reason is plain. They were not “paw 
beasts” for nothing. Never had they so far adapted 
themselves to the life in the ocean that they had changed 
their regular toed paws for flippers or fins. So they could 
escape to the land. They were able to crawl over sand 
bars and swamps until they reached water again.

And thus they were permitted to last through all the 
changes of things, till into those wondrous days of man, 
when in Egypt and India humanity's blind groping for 
supernatural mysteries made those ancient comrades 
of the ichthyosauraus and teleosaurus “holy.” 

Adil these pictures form one chain. 

The ichthyosaurus had made himself “comfortable.” 
In many places, at least, he had permitted his weapons 
to rust and degenerate. Then, suddenly, the ocean 
teamed with new, fierce adversaries. It was too late for 
a readaptation to the land; too late even for acquiring 
fresh water habits. 

The very achlevement of the ichthyosaurus, the mag- 
nfficent fin apparatus that had made it so mighty 
through ages, became the great obstacle to its continued 
existence. So came the end of the great drama. 

The “lion” of the Jurassic Sea vanished like a fat, 
stupid dodo bird, conquered at last by those same laws 
of natural development that had made him so great. 

If human eyes could have seen it, they would have 
beheld the turning point of two periods. Shark and 
whale, still with us today, began their lordship of the 
ocean. The crocodile went into the rivers and passed 
into the heart of the warm parts of the earth. But ieb- 
thyosaurus and plesiosaurus passed as “unfit.” 


End of the Pilgrimage. 


In peaceful little corners of museums they deep off 
their wild earth orgies today, the last ichthyosaurians, 
no longer reckless swimmers in the ocean of primeval 
worlds, but only quiet dreamers in the great blue ocean 
of buman thought. As by enchantment fixed phantom- 
like in stone, the Ad, wonderful sea of Jurassic time 
lives there once more. The clean, orderly rooms, the 
shining glass cases, brightly colored paintings of restored 
primeval scenes, and outside of the windows the nodding 
green branches of the glad present—that is the last sta- 
tion of a tremendous pilgrimage. 

The monsters stare out of their huge eye sockets, with 
the young ones that failed to see the light of the 
millions of years ago. And all bear placards with 
tific names that man has given to them, man as 
of earth—not only today, but for all the past—master, 
too, of the ichthyosaurians in whose time he had 
even begun to exist, and that yet belong to his “know!t- 
edge” today as if he had been there when they began, 
conquered and died. 

That is the mightiest epic, the most wonderful of tal 
the epic of the ichthyosaurus.

A ERN CALIFORNIA WOMAN'S 
TRIP IN KASHMIR. 


From a Special Correspondent. 

E spent ‘eight days at quaint Islamabad, but only 
on the last one did the sun come out so that we 
could have the view of the complete circle of 
snow mountains around us. On that day, we joined 
forces—the colonel, his middle-aged sister and his boy 
of fourteen: the three young men from the house boat, 
who proved to be officers on leave, and ourselves—and, 
having summoned the stately head man, who appeared, 
fc!lowed by his dirty servant carrying the book of chits, 
and having commanded horses for the day for all ex- 
cept the sister, who preferred a dandy, we donned our 
riding clothes and topees and sallied forth, a jolly party. 
At any town in Kashmir one can get a very good little 
riding pony for one rupee, 33 cents, a day, which includes 
a sais to run behind and carry the lunch. It is a price 
fixed by the state, so we cannot be cheated. 

The mongoose climbed up onto my shoulder when we 
started, and he danced there al] the way to Atchibal, al- 
though I cantered the greater part of the time. The 
road was good, and along the river side, through groves 
of willows and avenues of poplars, always with the snow 
mountains in view. \ 


Lovely Atchibal. 


Atchibal, our destination, was an old pleasure garden 
of Jehangir, and his empress, the beautiful Nourmahal. 
it is a lovely spot, with groves of enormous chinar trees, 
three springs gushing, literally, from the mountain side, 
and several small pleasure houses made of exquisitely 
carved wood built in the center of a made lake. We all 
sat on the roots of one of the big chinars at lunch time, 
and opened the different lunch baskets. The mongoose 
was turned loose and immediately dt appeared into a 
hole in the tree: and Abdul, whom we had brought witb 
us, was sent off to consult with the head man as to the 
possibility of tea. He returned in a short time, saying 
that there was only native tea to be had, and that it was 
mixed with spices. 

At that moment, a portly person appeared, accom- 

‘ panied by a servant carrying two large books, and after 
touching his forehead and saying Salaam, informed us 
tht he was the steward of the Dak Bungalow, which was 
not yet open to visitors, but that he could provide us 
with tea and fresh vegetables if we wished. We de- 
manded tea at once, and it was forthcoming in about an 

hour. 


A Question of Cleanliness. 


Our bearer had been cautioned as to the cleanliness of 
the cook pots, which are all of copper lined with tin, and 
must be relined once in two weeks to be safe, end he 
himself brought the cook pot for us to inspect, copper, 
but with kelal (tin) over the prettily etched outside as 
well as the inside. The buffalo milk, which was all we 
could get, tasted a litUe strong, we fancied; the sugar, 
which had evidently been broken off a large lump, and 
very dirty lump, at that, had to be scraped well before 
being used, and there was very littie taste of tea about 
the decoction, but we were glad of something hot, and 
had to put on the best face, as the steward, bis two ser- 
vants, Abdul, and, at a distance, every sais, were watch- 
ing silently to see how we took it. They were evidently 
pleased with the result, for they disappeared soon after, 
and in a short time came back carrying chinar leaves, on 
one of which was a bunch of freshly-cut asparagus, on 
another some crisp water cress, and on a third or rather 
two put together, a small head of cauilfower. Of course 
pice were scattered about and, after with difficulty per- 
suading the mongoose to come out of the chinar, where 
he had discovered a most attractive hole, we gathered our 
possessions together and, were about to mount our po- 
nies, when the two large-sized books were produced and 
we had to spend a few moments looking over the signa- 
tures. Among them we discovered two signed Baden 
Powell,” in both of which the old steward was compli- 
mented on the unfailing supply of fresh vegetables pro- 
vided by him for the Dak Bungalow., 


Ruins that Were Ruined. 


We took a roundabout route home, stopping at the 
ruins of Martand, dating from three hundred and some- 
thing A. D., but were disappointed, as so greatly have 
they been damaged by earthquakes and effaced by the 
Mohammedans, who allow no figure of a man in their 
temples, that they look like any ruin that might be seep 
in Europe, not at al) like the East. We all cantered 
across the platean, on one end of which lie the ruins, and 
had a most wonderful view over the great flat valley, 
with the Thelum River looking silvery in the distance, 
though we knew that it was the same disgustingly dirty, 
swift little river on which we had spent already five or 
days. 

We were complaining to Maj. L., as we rode slowly 
down hill, of the vast number of tips necessary to be 
given after a stay in an Indian hotel, and saying that 
we thought in reality they mounted up to as 
much, if not more, than in a hotel in Wurope. 
He said he thought it very foolish to give 
to all the servants assembled at one's depar- 
ture; that he never by any chance gave anything 
cxcept to the Bheestic and sweeper, who have euch very 
small pay. He said he had been witness to a very funny 
scene once at Agta, where a young Irishman, a fellow 
officer, on leaving the hotel after a stay of perhaps ten 
days, found almost evory servant of the place gathered 
about the door, with the hape of a tip. He came briskly 
forth and got into the ghari, saying as he did so: “Ah. 
1 see! all the servants! Now I wonder if they are all 
here. No, I do not seem to see the dhobi (washman) nor 
do I behold the under gardener.” All was in Hindu- 
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ished in search of the two servants mentioned. As they 
came up, the young Irishman cailed out gayly: “Ah, 
there you are, now you are all here. Very nice; well. 
Salaam and he drove off without giving a single pice. 
leaving a sad and wondering multitude, who drowned 
their disappointment in loud chatter.

a mosque-like tomb, which lay behind a high wall in a 
garden ablaze with wild scarlet IMies. The roof of the 
tomb was covered- with purple and white iris, and the 
top of the wall shone with a mass of wild mustard 
flowers. It seemed for a time an enchanted spot. but 
soon the usual crowd began to collect, attracted partly 
by us and partly by the mongoose, and though our 
smallest servant, Sidika, put on great airs of command 
and told them to “tao” (get out.) and informed them 
that they were the sons and daughters of all manner of 
dreadful creatures, and that they were utterly without a 
sense of the fitness of things that they thus assembied 
and dared to cast eyes upon those nobly born, they 
were difficult to disperse, A little graveyard of very oid 
and dilapidated graves lay on the hillside, and I regret 
to say that our beloved mongoose disappeared down a 
hole in one of the tombs, and refused to come out.

I knew most about was the cigar 
business. So I began looking around for a chance to in- 
vent there. It was not so many years before I had put 
together machines that would do the wk of many 
men. 

“Then came the great problem of making a machine 
that would make the whole cigar. It was all right to in- 
vent the machine that would roll up the filler, but the 
question was, How were the wrappers to be handled? 
Now a cigar wrapper is one of the most delicate things 
on earth to handle. A little rip in it and it is no good. 
There were others who were trying to handle the 
wrappers, and they tried all kinds of rubber devices that 
they thought would do the work. But the rubber de- 
vices would not hold the wrappers in proper shape or 
they would tear them. Like the others, I worked with 
rubber and other things for a long time. Once I thought 
I had got the right combination and perfected my 
model. When it was finished we tried it. It Wasn't a 
minute before we saw it wouldn't do. 

“Then I knew that I had to becin the work all over 
erain. I sat down before my machine and thought it 
all over, and tried to find how it could be made perfect. 
While I was sitting there, I had a piece of paper in my 
hand. I was waving it up toward my mouth and blow- 
ing it away and sucking tt back again, all unconsciously, 


in fact thinking nothing at all of the paper. 


But for the first time on record, Capt. Murphy took - 
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“Suddenly a thought struck me, and I stopped look- 
ing at the machine. I put the paper up to my mouth 
again and blew it away and sucked it in. It guck firmly 
to my mouth, and yet was Sandied—so gently. That 
was the idea. There was one thing that could handle 
the cigar wrap>ers evenly and firmly, and yet not tear 
them—air pressure. 

“I set to work as though I was in a fever. I sent for 
a mechanic, and set him to work to make a machine 
that would use air pressure. It worked, and it bas 
worked in hundreds of machines since. So that little 
piece of paper going up against my mouth at a time 
when I felt that it would be impossible to carry out my 
ideas really changed my fortunes.”

AAL HONA, YA HAWAGIA, TAAL,” resounded 
on all sides.

Here and there is a barber's shop open to the 
street, with only a rude canvas roof, or a coffee house the 
only furniture of which is a straw matting and several 
short-legged stools where Idlers spend the warm hours 
ot the day, and many of the cool ones also, drinking 
coffee and smoking their long pipes, or huddling up in 
| thick cloaks on the matting asleep. 
As we stood in the street below and bargained for 
some goods, the owner continued reclining at his ease, 
and even smoking. Meanwhile we had to turn our heads 
from right to left to watch the other passengers in tbis 
narrow alley. “Yoaawa’’ was loudly bellowed out around 
us, and while our attention was called to a number of 
slow, dignified camels walking in file, heavily-laden with 
huge boxes of oranges, and we stepped aside to let them 
pass, we were roughly jostied by some donkeys rushing 
past. Their riders were bare-legged, merry-faced Afri- 
cans, riding carelessly on the beasts’ backs without sad- 
dies. For bridle they held a cord tied to one side of the 
, ass’s neck. As the youths, clad in simple white shirts, 
_ kicked their legs to and fro, hitting the donkeys’ ribs 
In the place of using a whip, they shouted lustily to al! to 
ok out. This simply made one more note in a con- 
fusion of sounds which was already deafening.

| A Cosmopolitian Market. 
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We came out finally to a large open courtyard—the 
market-place of Jaffa. This is a most interesting place. 
Here are to be found specimens of almost every species 


fair Europeans, and the small street urchin tries io steal 
from him, while the shrewd storekeeper does his best to 
cheat him. Peasants are here seated around their bas- 
kets of fruit, and Bedouins pass by leading their flocks. 
Arabs bring ‘their provisions in large baskets on their 
heads. Jews exhibit modern shoes on law tables under 
Small booths: Arab pastry cooks offer for sale greasy 
cakes made before the buyer's eyes, or fresh-made cheese, 
which looks anything but tempting. Olive oll in pig's 
skins, petroleum in tin cans from Russia; poultry, eggs, 
and various meats, are all laid out before one, either 


/ imaginable in great quantities, the orange being the most 
abundant. 

These varied people and their curious occupations make 
| @ fascinating picture because of its uniqueness. A per- 
| petual chattering of loud voices can be heard in this 

square, from the rising of the sun to its setting. We 
spent a very amusing hour watching the various groups. 
At one moment they were quarreling furiously, and 
ready to cut each other’s throats, and in the next these 
| same countenances beamed with smiles of welcome to an 
old friend. A funeral procession hurried through the 
market place, accompanied by the muttering sound of 
prayers to Aliah. The body was rocked to and fro on a 
rude bier borne by four Arabs. The shrill cries of hired 
wailers only added to the many other shouts and yells 
existing. A village bride was led to her home, seated 
on a iofty camel, under a handsome canopy, and again 
the loud rejoicing of the relatives brought in a new ele- 
ment of noise in a new key. The procession of camels 
passed «lowly through the square, and on to its desti- 
nation. A jribe of gypsies came next. They were 
clothed in dark blue gowns of immense proportions, and 
wore a great number of jingling coins and chains around 
their necks and arms. On their backs and shoulders 
they carried their squalling babes. They passed through 
to the furthest end of the town, where the Bedouin en- 
campment was pitched. These nomadic people are living 
representatives today of the life lived by the Patriarchs. 
We followed them and looked into one of their somber 
tents woven out of camel's hair. Inside them is a par- 
tition closing the women's apartment, representing the 
typical tent of Abraham's days, wherein Sarah hid her- 
self laughing. Their camels lay basking in the sand 
beside the flocks of little black goats, and here and 
there a hen hovered over her young. Passing „ this 
camp, we came to the broad road upon which carriages 
can travel, and which leads up to Jerusalem. It winds 
through the luxuriant orange groves and fruit gardens 
for which Jaffa is world-famed. They surround the 
town for seven miles in length and a mile and a half in 
width, yielding two or three crops a year. These gar- 
dens abound in lemons, oranges, oiives, pomegranates 
and figs. The oranges, which are noted for their size, 
are exported to all parts of the world. The perfume of 
these groves when the orange trees are laden with bios 
soms, is simply delightful. In the early spring—Febru- 
ary and March—the scent is so strong that the air al! 
around Jaffa is laden with it, and the sailors say that 
they can recognize their proximity to the port by the 
scent of the orange flower which is wafted to them 
across the sea. 

Primitive Irrigation. 
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The mode of irrigating these gardens is interesting. 
Water is drawn up from the numerous spring wells hy 
mule power, and is pumped by large wooden wheels 
ino reservoirs, whence it is distributed by smal! gutters 
all over the gardens. This supply of water never fails, 
and with it the groves are watered daily. The mules 
are blindfolded and go round mechanically. This neces- 


tor they must be relieved every three or four hours. 


Many of the gardens are hedged in by gigantic cacti. 
These have a quaint fringy flower, the fruit being the 
juicy prickly pear. The plants grow as high as ten or 
twelve feet, and are often covered with graceful creepers. 
It is a curious sight to see camels eating these large 
leaves, which, on account of the large thorns, would be 
impossible to touch with the hand. 

The most beautiful feature in the landscape of Jaffa 
is the tall stately palm towering above everything else, 
its heavily-laden branches covered with golden fruit 
waving against the blue sky. 

Mounted on the backs of strong Arab horses, we 
Started on cur journey up to Jerusalem. We were to 
travel during the early part of the night, the sun's rays 
being already too powerful in the open country during 
the day time. We passed through fields of cucumbers 
and watermelons and others covered with the tall sugar 
cane the Arab loves so well. In these flelds were tents 
for the keepers to watch by day and night, or little stone 
towers having the roof composed of a trellis work over 
which vines grew. We met several parties of laborers re- 
turning home from the field, riding recklessly on their 
swift-footed little donkeys and singing mournful and 
plaintive songs which reéchoed through the E, warm 
air, harmonizing well with the oriental lan eve. We 
came to a primitive threshing floor—a 4:7 plain— 
where the wheat had been laid out for the oxen to tread. 
The farmers were lying on their thick cloaks, eitber 
Sleeping or else smoking their long pipes, and humming 
to themselves as they watched the flickering embers of 
# bonfire made of weeds and thorns. The clattering of 
the hoofs of our horses was mingled with all the sounds 
which in a warm climate accompany the approach of 
nightfall; the croaking of frogs, the buzzing of the mas- 
quitoes, and the distant cries of the hyenas and the 
jackals. A very picturesque scene greeted us next. 
Beside an antique fountain stood some beautiful dark- 
eyed women bearing stone pitchers to be filled with 
spring water. They drew it up in tin buckets. Then 
their bare, round arms were uplifted to hold the jars, 
which they poited gracefully on their heads. It was 6 
truly characteristic picture of oriental life. 


Of to Jerusalem. 


The sun was setting in the west, and we turned ovr 
faces once again toward the picturesque little town and 
watched the golden globe sink into the blue sea, casting 
a brilliant light over its calm waters and tinging the 
tops of the white buildings with a rosy hue. There in 
the distance was our ship just sailing off to Beyrout, the 
port of Syria. We were enraptured with the beauty of 
the scene. Here amid the perfumed gardens, in the per- 
fect stillness of the sunset hour, where there was no 
sound to break the thread of our thoughts, we meditated 
on the glorious past of this land and its strange pres- 
ent, and we wondered how much longer it would remain 
in the hands of the unprogressive Turk. Around us the 
wind murmured through the palm branches as they 
swayed’ to and fro, and the leaves in the orange groves 
rustied as the happpy birds fluttered through them, 
hastening to their nests. Far away behind us were all 
those strange human beings whose shrill harsh voices 
had been an interesting discord in our ears ali day. 
They, too, like the birds, were hurrying to their homes, 
for the Arab rises and retires with the sun. Far away 
in the distance towards which we were journeying were 
the hills of Judea, crowned with a glorious red glow 
mingled with the purple shadows of the night. 

The turmoil! of this exciting day being all past, now in 
the intense calm of this hour we let our thoughts have 
full sway, and we tuned our hearts to realize that it was - 
to the “City of the Great King” that we were bound. The 
sun finally disappeared beyond the sea, and the bine 
waters turned to a dull grey, when suddenly the moon 
burst through a cloud and shone in all her beauty above 
the dark groves. As we gave a last, lingering look at 
the quain: iiitle town we were leaving, we saw it illu- 
mined by scores of tiny light ing above each other 
and crowned by the larger beam the lighthouse, and 
out at sea were the flickering red lights of the ships still 
at anchor. As we paused and gazed & dim echo came to 
us of the voice of the Meuzzin from top of the Turk- 
ish minaret, calling to the “faithful” ho remember that 
“there is but one God, and that is His 
Prophet.” 

With a feeling almost of regret, we turned our fac 
Eastward, spurred our horses, and hastened on to the 
city of our goal, Jerusalem.

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DIFFERNCE IN BIRD-SONGS. 

Much of the attractiveness of the voice of the wood 
thrush is due to the excellent sounding-board furnizhed 
by the foliage by which his songs are backed. In an 
open field the tones would be deadened and their ringing 
quality lost. It would perhaps be going too far to credit 
him with knowledge of the value of his chosen environ- 
ment, but he certainly shows no disposition to abandon 
the advantages he thus secures, in this respect differing 
from several of his usual asrociates. The cardinal, 
wood pewee, Carolina wren, and many other woodland 
birds frequently pour their songs into the larger spaces 
of the open meadow, and the wood thrush. through 
chance or choice, thus gains a distinct advantage over 
these lees consistent performers. There is a marked dif. 
ference in the light notes of the Carolina wren that come 
from fence pot or isolated tree and those that ring out 
in the echoing forest. The cardinal’s rich portamentos 
too, are far less striking in the pasture than in the deep 
wood. And much of the sad sentiment of the melan- 
choly plaint of the wood pewee is lost when it rises frog 
a busi in the open inetead of stealing out of the heart of 
the wood.—-I Henry Oldys, in June Lippincott’s.

The present Governor 
of Utah is a Mofmon, but his wife is a Gentile, while the 
City Attorney of Salt Lake is a Gentile, with a Mormon 
wife. The Mormon tailor now buys his meat from the 
Gentile butcher with little more thought of preferment 
than a Methodist carpenter in Ohio trading with a 
Baptist grocer. 


Love as a Southing Syrup. 
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Young Gentiles take Mormon girls to theaters and 
parties, and—what is very likely to happen whenever 
nice young men are thrown into the society of pretty 
gitis—often fall in love with them. It alo frequently 
happens that the girls reciprocate and tney marry. In- 
termarriage is the greatest soothing svrup that has ever 
been found for a disrupted, factional community. The 
old men may have locked horns and got at daggers’ 
points with each other, but when their children hit it off 
and go into business for themselves, and in the course 
of time the news comes that a little pink-and-white 
stranger has arrived, there is pretty certain o be a 
wholesale hatchet burying. Human nature is human 
nature, and it goes dead against the grain to nurse a 
grudge when there is a new baby in the family. 


Compefition in business is another factor which is 
puting Utah out of the mire that has so retarded her 
progress. It is all right to run an account with Brother 
Jones because he belongs to your church, but few can 
resist the (emptation to slip around to Smith's on one of 
his bargain days, “to see what a little cash will do.” 
Smith ie generally a crafty man. He treats you so 
pleasantly and gives you such good bargains thet you 
just have to go back again. Salt Lake has a lot of 
Smiths, and there is a rattle of strange dollars in many 
money drawers. Trade becomes brisk when the women 
begin “to look around.“ 


Business Divided. 

Tue business of Utah is well distributed beween the 
Gentiles and Mormons. The great mining interests of 
the State are controlled largely by the Gentiles, while 
the agricultural and manufacturing industries are moatly

dender and lofty as cathedra) spires, which appeal to 
one’s fancy as being either obelisks set up in reverence 
to gods of other ages or sentinels left behind to guard 
the silence of the waste. 

~The railroad trains now carry their passengers quickly 
over the desert, as a foreigner aptly expresses it, “witb 
as much ease and comfort as if one were a guest in a 
rich man's house.” But jn pathetic contrast is the record 
of the journey of the pioneers. Written in the wavering 
scraw! of an old woman's hand is this: I drove a team 
of cows all the way.” That simple statement is really 
the story of a great accomplishment. Think of it! A 
woman out in that flaming sea of swirling sand, exposed 
for days and weeks to a vicious, yellow sun, guiding her 
team of trudging, sweating cattle westward to Zion. Go- 
ing out to Canaan! Another woman wrote: I had to 
wade streams and kill snakes, and help take care of the 
oxen.” 


Their Faith Proven. 


It took stout hearts and strung muscles and a great 
faith to endure so much. The weak fell by the wayside 
Surely the Utah of today is the product of iron blood. 
The Mormon proved strong in the faith within him. He 
set himself to do that which he was bidden. He believed 
that Joseph Smith was a true prophet, and that Brigham 
Young was the mouthpiece of God. He wanted numerous 
wives, so that his. breed might have rapid increase, and 
ercompass the earth, but with all his plural wives the 
Gentlies soon outnumbered him—not only in the whole 
West, but in Zion, the chosen city itself, are they in the 
majority over him. Civilization crowded in upon him, 
and denied his right to possess more than one wife. The 
valiant oid pioneer siubborn!y resisted what he consid- 
ered to be meddling interference with the law of God, 
as well as a trespass upon his personal right, and Utah 
suffered on account of the differences of her people 
Finally polygamy became doomed from the sheer force 
of numbers, and the overwhelming power of public opin- 
Jon. The right thing is being done in letting old sores 
heal up, and the State is going forward to fill its place 
in the great development of the West. 

A leading paper in Salt Lake carries this headline 
“Let us build a city here“ And they are doing it. The 
new generation of Utah will not stop to worry over the 
passing of polygamy any more than the younger element 


at a billion dollars. It has the largest cyanide gold miD 


in the bands of the Mormons. In mercantile lines the 
division is about even. The miners are mostly Gentiles, 
and many of them are marrying the daughters of the 
| Mormon farmers. This assimilation is another phase of 
the trend toward the general unity of the population of 
the State. 

Years ago, when the prejudice between the factions in 
Salt Lake was at its strongest, there was an Irish hack- 
man who entertained a strong hatred for the Mormons. 
One night Mike was surly, and when pressed for the ex- 
p.anation of his Ill temper, said: I have just hed a 
job at a Mormon funeral.” His questioner expressed sur- 
prise that he should not appreciate patronage, no matter 
by whom given. The Irishman shrugged his shoulders. 
and retorted, “Sure, me fren’, they only had two hacks, 
an if it ‘ad beeh a Gentile there would a been five” 
An effort was made to reason with him, but de became 
All the more obdurate, and wound up with this deciara- 
tion: “I don’t like em, drat their hides, an I don't care 
who knows it. I would rather see forty Gentiles buried 
any time than one Mormon.” 


The “Dirty Devil.” 


Compared to the pioneer, the young Mormon has more 
e‘asticity in his interpretation of obedience to the com- 
mands of the church as they affect his living. Take this 
case as an illustration: Years ago Brigham Young*sent 
a Mormon farmer to settle upon a certain river. The 
devout agriculturist took the command literally, and 
planted his crop right on the bank of the stream. Flood 
after flood ruined his prospects, but the patient old 
feliow replanted as many times, and although he met 
with little succeas, remained uncomplainingly, because he 
| thought he was fulfilling the order of God. His son, who 
is protably no less zealous, has moved a quarter of a 
mile away from the turbulent stream, and is much more 
successful. 
| This stream is marked on the map as the Fremont 
| River, but in Utah it is called the Dirty Devil. A survey- 
ing party once camped on the bank, and one of the men 
| went down to get a drink. A companion shouted after 
him: How's the water?” Dirty as the devil,” was 
the rejoinder. The water of this stream is generally 
muddy, and it is universally known by its nickname. 

The value of the oré now exposed in Utah is estimated 
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tary as if they were on a desert island. They are the 
planters or overseers of coffee, fruit, and cocoa estates, 
They live in the “great house” of the plantation, as the 
negroes call it, and their nearest white neighbor lives 
perhaps twenty or thirty miles away. Most of them are 
young ummarried men, but some are gray-bearded veter- 
ans of solitude, who have lived alone all their days, and 
could not live any other way. Such men as these are to 
be found in all undeveloped or half-developed countries; 
but Jamaica is one of their strongholds. 

During the five years that he spent in that Island. a 
man now in New York became acquainted with several 
of these solitaries of “the bush,” as the wilder parts of 
Jamaica are called. 

They frequently do not see another white face for 


prevent them from mixing with their kind, if they chose. 
In the country districts of Jamaica somebody is always 
giving a ball or a dinner or a tennis party. All that a 
man has to do, if he tires of his own company, is to 
saddle his pony and ride ten or twenty miles to another 
Plantation. He is warmly welcomed in the hospitable 
Creole fashion, and given a pleasant evening with music 
and conversation. But the man of solitude prefers to sit 
on his own veranda after dinner, smoke his cigar, and try 
to count the fireflies flitting through the chocolate trees. 
This he does year after year, until he becomes an old 
man. 

“I went out to dinner last week, old man, said one 
of these Crusoes of “the bush.” “First time for over a 
year I'd left the plantation. Wish I hadn't. Good din- 
ner, charming people. Dear old lady, the mother: nice 
girls, too. Played for me Mendelssohn's ‘Consolation’ 
and the ‘Spring Song’ after dinner. | hadn't heard any 
good music for over five years. But I wished I hadn't 
gone. Too much racket for me. I was glad to get back 
to this quiet old plantation and be alone again. I'm no 
good for society. I suppose Im selfish, but I prefer my 
own company to anybody's.” 


How They Amuse Themselves. 


This man is a type of thousands. Many of them are 
highly educated men, with cultivated tastes and talents. 

An overseer in Jamaica, who never sees another white 
man if he can possibly avoid doing so, is a gifted musi- 
cian. Every evening, after dinner, he sits down at hia 
organ and plays the masterpieces of Beethoven and Pal- 
estrina until it is time to go to bed. 

Another has published anonymously a profound wark 
on psychology which made a stir in the scientific world. 
and was wrongfully attributed to several distinguished 
men. If a visitor can talk intelligently on questions of 
metaphysics and psychology, this man gives him a 
hearty welcome to his plantation; if not, he prefers to be 
left alone. 

Some of these men write poetry by the yard and send 
it to the local newspapers. It is usually rubbish, but oc- 
casionally it approaches genius. Here is an example, 
written by a Jamaican under the pseudonym “Tom Red- 
cam,” which gives an idea why some of these hermits 
shun cities and men: 


“The night on the town has fatien, 
And the gas lamps, few and far, 
Outflame like the picket fires 
On the rim of a lonely war. 


“The lights of the town, Madonna, 
Are the eyes of a soul's despair: 
The streets are the thoughts, Madonna, 
That are dreary and dakk and bare. 


“The light that the world affords us. 
Though we win where it burns its best, 

Reveals but the pain and the burry, 
The stir of a street's unrest. 


“And we turn from the street's confusion, 
From the toil and the city’s pain, 

From all that the heart desires, 

And all that the hand can gain. 


“For what if we win it or loge it?— 
The praise that the world bestows. 
It fades like a gathered blossom, 
It dies like a withering rose. , 


“Ah, the calm of God, Madonna, 
It is far from the streets away, 
And, seeking that calm, Madonna, 
The hearts of thy children stray.” 


A young nEgtishman, who lived alone on an Isolated 
Plantation, got all his pleasure in life out of a grama- 
phone. He would spend hours every evening alone list- 
ening to it. He was never known to spend a night away 
from his cherished instrument. It was all the society he 
cared for—until he met “the only girl in the world” and 
married her. She soon civilized him. 


Marriage the Only Possible Cure. 


When a man falls under the thralldom of solitude, 
marriage is the only cure; but often he will not marry, 
simply because he would have to give up bis hermit’s 
life. 


He loved a pretty and charming 
Creole girl, and she cared for him. But somehow he 
would not “make the plunge.” He hated the idea of los- 


his solitary life. Month after month he delayed the for- 
mal proposal, which everybody was expecting, until at 
last the affair had a natural resuft—the girl married an- 
other man out of pique. That made the American a con- 
confirmed misanthrope, and now he is ranked among the 
most solitary of all the hermits in Jamaica.

After dinner, his real day begins. He lives in his 
books all the evening, and every evening. Reading is all 
he cares for.

THE HEIGHTS OF GEZER. 


INTERESTING ARCHAEOLOGICAL DISCOVERIES IN 
PALESTINE. 


[London Graphic:] The King of Gezer was he who 
went down to Lachish when Joshua was besieging the 
town, and fell before the bow and spear of the great 
Israelite; and now, after many centuries, his city has 
been unearther, and the archaeologists of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund are piecing together the life and his- 
tory of the people over whom he ruled. Yesterday, at 
the Royal Institution, Sir Charles Wilson delivered to 
a large audience, which iacluded the Bishop of Salisbury 
as chairman, a lecture on the excavations in the city of 
Gezer, which the Fund has been conducting, together 
with a summary of some of the inferences to be drawn 
from the discoveries. One of the discoveries has refer- 
ence to the Biblical fact which has just been quoted, for 
the antiquities which have been found at Gezer are not 

like those of the neighboring towns, but they are like 
the antiquities found at distant Lachish; and this sug- 
gests that thg reason why the people of Lachish sent to 
. Gezer for help when hard pressed by Joshua, rather than 
to neighboring towns, was that there was some racial 
connection between the inhabitants of the two places. 
The most important discoveries of which Sir Charles 
Wilson spoke, and which he illustrated by numerous pho- 
_tographic views and diagrama, are those of two burial 
places and a temple, the temple of some unknown deity. 
In one of the burial places were the untouched eremated 
,; remains of a cave-dwelling race which was not ac- 
quainted with metal; another burial place was that of 
some Canaanite tribe, who had been buried with their 
bronze weapons, and with vessels for food to accompany 
the spirits of the dead in their long journey to the un- 
known land. Most important of all is the Canaanite 
“High Place” of Gezer, with the bones of newly-born in- 
fanfs who had been racrificed to some unknown deity, 
and whose remains, according to the hideous practice, 
were buried in jars. The bodies in what is known as the 
“second burial cave were fifteen in number, perhaps one 
should say fourteen and a half; for there were the re- 
mains of a body which had been sawn in half, and which 
| probably represents- some form of sacrifice. Dr. Mac- 
Alister thinks that this body, that of a girl, was most 
likely of the same race as that of the other bodies buried 
in the same circular grave. The temple area, which has 
been carefully excavated, has disclosed a secret “room, 
which may have been used to conceal a priest who spoke 
through the lips of the oracle. Many other discoveries 
have been made besides these, and they have supplied a 
chronological starting point for the archaeology of pre- 
Israelitish Canaan, and have thrown light on the domes- 
tie life of the Amorites, and possibly of the Israelites 
under the Judges.

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The Automobile Problem. 


How To KEEP THE MACHINE Go- 
ING AT SMALL EXPENSE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


VERY man would like to have an automobiie, and 

every man in fairly good circumstances would have 

one were it not for his conception of the vehicle's 
running expenses, repairs and storage. This conception 
asarule is high. It is $6 a week at the least, and often it 
is $10. Such sums the man in fairly good circumstances— 
the man with an income of, say, $1500 a year—feels that 
he could nof afford. 

It is not the purchase price that deters this man from 
keeping an automobile. The purchase price would make 
a tremendous hole in his savings, but the automobile 
would give a tremendous variety to his life. Therefore 
he would, undoubtedly, make the requisite financial sac- 
rifice if he thought that by any means he could hold at 
. low figure afterward the cost of the automobile's 
eep.” 

He does not know that the cost of an automoblle's 
“keep depends entirely on the automobile’s owner. 

Many millionaires spend $100 a week on each of their 
motor cars. Many comparatively poor men, on the 
other hand, run light-weight machines at a cost of but 
$1.50 a week. This is a surprising achievement, and 
one of great interest to innumerable persons. How it is 
accomplished this article purposes to make clear. 

A Philadelphia clergyman wil] tell the story. He has 
had a $650 gasoline automobile for a year, and during 
the year he has spent on it $78 altogether. The monev 
went in this way: Storage, $30; gasoline, $15; tires, 
bolts, nuts and sundries $33; total, $78, or $1.50 a week. 

The clergyman says. I have a wife and three chll-

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dren, and occasionally I have an afternoon's leisure. 
Hence for years the automobile appealed to me. I have 
desired an automobile profoundly. I would have had 
one long ago, only everybody said: ‘No doubt you could 
afford to buy an auto, but you couldn't afford to keep 
one up. Don't you know that storage, repairs and what 
not always eat into $500 a year or thereabouts? 

“I didn’t know this, but I believed it, taking the word. 


as I em too prone to do, of people as ignorant as 


myself. Finally, though,*desire got the better of me, and 
I began to look into the automobile question on my 
own account. I considered of course, only the light- 
weight, one-seat machines within my means—machines 
that sell for $650, $700, $800 and so on up to $1000—and 
immediately I made a number of surprising and gratify- 
ing discoveries. 

“I found, in the first place, that a $650 stanhope or 
runabout, while it is not as imposing to look at as a 
$7000, twenty-horse-power touring car, will yet clim> 
any hill in this part of the country, and will travel 
at an average speed of fifteen miles an hour, and at a 
maximum speed of thirty miles an hour. 

“I found that for such a machines the cost of storage 
and gasoline—the main cost, one would think—is always 
low. A light automobile may be stored and cleaned in 
a fashionable garage for $10 a month, and if you do your 
own cleaning, there are countless carriage houses thet 
will gladly take it for $2 or $3 a month. Gasoline costs 
15 cents a gallon, or one-half cent a mile, so that, if a 
machine should cover 4000 miles a year, the expenditure 
for gasoline would be only 20. 

“Here, then, for storage and gasoline, I had a mini- 
mum annual cost of but $50. Whence came all the 
stories of minimum annual costs ranging from $300 
to $5007 

“They came, I found, from well-to-do automobile own- 
ers, who did not take the trouble to understand the 
first principle of the mechanism of their carriages. They 


“This chap had bought a $2000 car, and had learned 
to run it. He had not, though, bothered to learn any- 
thing about its construction. He went on a country 
tour, and one morning in Bucks county the sparks that 
propelled him began to get irregular; every Uttle while 
the motor would miss; finally the machine stopped alto- 
gether. There was our friend, miles away in the coun- 
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_ try, his car stock still. He walked three miles to a tele- 
phone, called up his dealer, and asked that a man be 
sent to make the necessary repaira A man was dis- 
patched—it was three hours ride by train when he 
got there what did he find? Why, he found that the 
vibrator on the spark coil had loosened a little. He 
took a pair of pliers, gave the screw a half-turn, and 
everything was well again. This job, a job that took 
only a few seconds, was really worth nothing in itself, 
but on account of the distance the man had to travel, 
the bill for it was $25. It is bille like these—the un- 
necessary and foolish bills contracted by rich men—that 
cause the public to think the cost of keeping an auto- 
mobile is always great. 
“I soon found there were a number of men who had no 
such bills—men in moderate circumstances, who 
their machines cheaply, often clubbing together to hire 
sheds that stood them, apiece, less than 25 cents a week; 
1 men who did their own cleaning and their own repairs. 


“Resolved to be like these men, I looked about the 
market carefully, and I picked out e certain $650 ma- 
chine, mainly because its construction seemed io me 
of the simplest and strongest throughout. I spent two 
months in studying the parts of this machine, and then 
I bought. Experience with it has proved this fect 
conclusively: The average man can readily master the 
mechanism of a good automobile, and can make all its 
repairs himself with ease. The average man can easily 
keep an automobile at a cost of $1.50 a week, or even 
less. 

“A machine that is run carefully needs very few re- 
paira. Now and then a tire must be patched; now and 
thea a broken wire must be replaced; an adjusting clutch 
must be tightened; an oil cup must be cleaned; a plug 
must be freed of its carbon deposit. These repairs are 
simple. Each requires only a few minutes. ‘The owner 
of the automobile can easily do them himself, and be 
should do them himself; thus, in every case, he 
| saves from $3 to $5, and sometimes—if his machine stops 


onyou oun hires 
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in the country and a man from town must travel out fo 
it—he saves $20 or $25. 

“So I bought the $650 automobile that I had studied. 
It had a maximum speed of thirty miles an hour, aod 
its motor generated six horse power. Because | under- 
stood it, it gave me satisfaction from the start. 

“Its storage has cost me a little over 50 cents a week. 
Two other men rent with me a comfortable shed near 
our residences for $8 a month. Here we store our aute- 
mobiles, cleaning them ourselves as we bring them in 
from service. Our gasoline—in one-gallon cans—we keep, 
for safety, in a pit that we have dug. We Gnd that a 
100-mile run never takes more than three gallons, or 45 
cents’ worth, of gasoline, and a 100-mile run is let me 
assure you, as long a trip as the average man will ever 
care to make in one day. 

“As I am careful, I have few repairs to make. A tire. 
I find, lasts me six months at least, and sometimes it 
last; me a year. Sometimes my machine stops, and 1 
know from the way it has stopped that a battery wire 
has broken. I take out my repair kit, and in two or 
three minutes I have replaced the broken wire with 
anew one The job cost me, for the new wire, about 
2 cents. The average automobilist would have the work 
done. It would cost him $3 or $4. 

“Sometimes my spark plug carbonizes. Too much 
gasoline, then, is fed, and the explosions become im- 
perfect. The car ceases to run. The trouble is due to a 
deposit of carbon on the plug and this deposit is easily 
removed with a toothbrush or a piece of waste. An- 
| other saving, maybe, of $6 or $10. 

“Once my automobile oll cup, which oils all my 
machinery, did not work. The result was a dry piston that 
stuck. I had to flush the piston out with kerosene. Since 
then I have kept my eye Un on my oll cup. They 
who do so save easily $100 » year in repair bills. 

“I am by no means a rich man, for my salary is only 
$1500 a year. Nevertheless I have an automobile that 
wil do its average thirty miles an hour on a coun

The Sacred Tenth. 


STUDIES IN ANCIENT TiTHE-Giv-. 
ING- EGYPTIAN First Fruits. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HE archaelogical discoveries of the last threc-score | 

years bave shed much new light upon the religions 

of the ancient world. For many centuries, travelers 
up the Nile and scholars in general puzzied in vain over 
the picture writing (or hieroglyphics as they are called) 
on temple walls, in royal tombs, on ancient bulidings as | 
woll a4 in coffins in Egypt; but which now have been de- 
ciphered. Besides these, numerous writings have beep 
found on tablets and papyri, so that in the present day 
the Egyptologist has to deal, as Prof. Flinders Petrie 
points out in his lectures on “Religion and Conscience 
in Ancient Egypt.“ with a continuous record of four 
thousand years before Christianity appeared, and an un- 
known age before that record. 

Among particular sources of information the profesor 
names the Precepts of Kagemmi and Ptahhotep of the 
fifth dynasty (perhaps 350 B. C.:) two negative confes- 
sions, or repudiations of sins before the judgment of Osi- 
ris, which are probably much older; and other tablets, in- | 
structions, and maxims of later date. Accordingly, in 
his remarks on Duties to the Gods.“ Dr. Petrie observes 
that In the earlier Repudiation the offerings to the Deity 
were specially guarded, as for instance: “I have not cnt 
Short the rations of the temples.” “I have not dimin- 
ished the offerings of the gods.” “I have not stolen the 
property of the gods.” : 


Sacrificial Offerings. 


Again, the professor says that the duty of making offer- 
ings is.often reiterated. Thus: Make the feast of thy 
god, renew it in its season: it irritates the god to neglect 
it.” “Give thyself to the god; guard thyself each day 
for the god, and do tomorrow as today. Sacrifice; for 
God looks on the offerer: but He neglects those who neg- 
lect Him.“ 

These extracts then seem te show that, as we have seen 
with the Assyrians, so it was with the ancient Egyptians; 
they fully recognized the obligation of dedicating prop- 


erty to their gods. 

From other writers we that one early form of 
offering consisted of the first fruits of the harvest. Thus 
Dr. Henry Brugsch, speaking of the tomb at Lycopolis, 
of the high priest Anubis, during the thirteenth dynasty 
(perhaps 2500 B. C.,) says: He (Anubis) takes occasion | 
for fixing the kind and number of the sacrifices, he 
speaks of the feast days on which they are to be offered, 


inscription, that the ancient inhabitants of the Nile Val- 
ley, great and small, were accustomed to dedicaie the 
first fruits of their harvest to the Deity.” * 
And the testimony of Erman is to the same effect: 
“The worshipers of these gods were always faithful to 
them. . Each brought the first fruits of his harvest 
to the servants of his god. he made the further- 
most room of his house into a little chapel. . Ju 
the court of his granary, or near his wine press, he 
erected a little sanctuary to Renenutet, the goddess of 
the harvest, and placed there a table of offerings with 
wine and flowers. * 


Offerings by the King. 


These and other evidences of private piety were, how-. 
ever, quite eclipsed by the religious offerings of the 
state, for in addition to first fruits, Erman says: “We 
have much information as to the extent, and the kind | 
of offerings: on the outer wall of the great temple of | 
Medinet Habu there still exist parta of a list of the offer- 
ings instituted by Rameses II and Rameses III for this 
sanctuarx which was erected by them. Every 
day of the year the temple received about 3220 loaves of 
bread, twenty-four cakes, 144 jugs of beer, thirty-two 
geese, and several jars of wine” 

But these items refer to one temple only, and are as 
nothing compared with the Offerings of Rameses III. who 
at his death left a comprehensive manifesto, in which he 
gave full details of all that he had done for the tempies 
of his country during the thirty-one years of his reign. 
The figures in these lists are evidently taken from the 
account books of the state, and of the various temples, 
and ought therefore to be worthy of credence. 

We owe this information to the discovery of the “Great 
Harris Papyrus — 133 feet long, containing seventy-nine 
pages, divided into five sections, from the last of which 
may be mentioned, by way of example, as special gifts 
from the king, 169 towns (nine in Syria and Ethiopia: 
113,433 slaves; 193,386 head of cattle; 1,071,780 plots of 
ground; 2756 gold and silver images of the god, etc., etc. 

The duties, charges, or rents imposed upon the temple, 
subjects included 460,700 sacks of corn from the laborers; 
326,995 geese from the bird-catchers, besides thousands 
of gold, silver, and bronze vessels and ornaments, robes. 
yarn, gems, etc. etc. For the sacrificial funds were 
paid from the royal treasury gold vases and ornaments, 
hundreds of thousands of jars of incense, honey, and oil; 
more than a million amulets, and seals of precious stone; 
more than two millions of fruits; and upwards of six 
millions of loaves of various kinds of bread. 

The quantity of precious metals particularized, Erman 
says, would amount to about £200,000; and we must not 
forget that the same six or seven million Egyptians, 
who, in addition to taxes paid to the state, devoted this 
treasure to the glory chiefly of Amon, had also to main- 
tain the temples of Medinet Habu, Karnak, Tell-el-Je- 
hudeh, etc., esc. Nor would it appear that the kine 
afier such abounding liberality, left to himself great 
abundance; for the same Rameses who gave 185,000 sacks 
of corn yearly to the temples was often unable to hand 
over fifty sacks a month to his starving workmen in the 
necropolis.

chosen soldiers, and assigned to them fields, cattle and 
all the necessary material to make prayers to RA every 
morning.” 

Also: “Rameses (son of Seti) granted cultivated fields 
and meadows in the Thinite nome for the maintenance 
of these two mausoleums, founded a college of priests and 
soothsayers in connection with them, for which he pro- 
vided endowments, and also assigned them considerable 
fiefs in all parts of the Valley of the Nile.” In fact, so 
vast — these endowments, that the professor informs 
us, “The domain of the gods formed at all a

DESCENDED FROM A VALIANT WAR- 
RIOR CALLED TAILLEFER. 


By a Special Contributor. 
HE ancestor of the Taylor family was the Norman 
baron Taillefer. The lapee of ages has wrought 
changes in the orthography of the name, changes 
that almost make it unrecognizable; from Taillefer it be- 
came Taylefer, finally Taylor. 

Taillefer accompanied William the Conqueror to Eng- 
land, and lost his life at the battle of Hastings. 

Bulwer Lytton, in “The Last of the Saxon. Kings,” thus 
describes his death: 

“In the midst of Duke William's cohort was the sacred 
gonfenon (standard.) and in front of it, and of the whole 
line, rode a bold warrior of gigantic height, and as be 
rode, 

“Chanting aloud the lusty strain 

Of Roland and of Charlemagne, 
And the dead who deathiess are 
. Who fell at famous Roncesvailies— 

“as he rode, and as he chanted, he seemed beside himself 
with the joy of battle; he threw up bis sword in the air, 
catching it as it fell and flourishing it wildly, as if un- 
able to restrain his fierce exhilaration. 

“Putting spurs to his horse, he dashed forward to the 
front of the detachment of Saxon riders and shouted: 

A Taillefer! Talllefer!’ and by . voice and gesture 
challenged forth some one to single combat. 

“A flery young soldier—thegn, as the Saxon word gives 


it—came forth and crossed swords with bim. Tailiefer, | 


again throwing up and catching his sword with incred- 
ible rapidity, shore the unhappy Saxon from the helm 
to the chine, and riding over his corpse, shouting and 
laughing, again renewed his challenge. 

“A second rode forth and shared the same fate. Then 
Leofivine, the brother of the Saxon King, came in front 
of the army, not drawing his sword, but with his spear 
raised over his head and his body covered by his shield. 


“Taillefer rushed forward, his sword shivered on the | 


Saxon shield, and in the same moment he fell a corpse 
under the hoofs of Leofivine’s steed, transfixed by the 
Saxon’s spear. A cry of woe, in which William joined 
bie deep voice, wailed through the Norman ranks.” 

Talllefer's family received from the Conqueror large 
landed estates in the County of Kent, England, as his 
share of the spoils. 

Hanger Taylefer, his descendant, held lands in the 
tenure of Ospringe, in the County of Kent, in 1256, and 
from him is descended the present line of Taylors. 


A Jobn Taylor, in the sixteenth century, was Lord of | 


the Manor of Schodoschurst. His grandson, Thomas, 
was created a baron, also bis son and grandson. The lat- 
ter died unmarried, and the barony became extinct. 

The immigrant ancestor was Edward Taylor, who came 
over from London in 1692, and settled in New Jersey at 
a place called Garret's Hill, so designated from the first 
settlement of the country, but in later years called by 
seamen Pigeon Hill, because it is a prominent landmark, 
seen from all parts of the lower harbor of New York. It 
is about two miles from the village of Middletown. 

The Taylor family was related by marriage to Sir 
George Carteret, proprietor of East New Jersey, and 
through him acquired large landed estates in Monmouth 
and Somerset Counties, New Jersey.

inventor of the sextant, which were sent to Jacob 
Taylor for publication in his almanac. 
' Im the enumeration of Taylors who have won disti de- 
tion it must not be forgotten that one was President of 
the United States. Before being called to that high office 
Zachary Taylor, in command of the American forces ja 
Louisiana and Texas, in the Mexican War, bad beaten 
the enemy in two battles, had followed them into Mex- 
leo, and there defeated Santa Anna in the crowning 
battle of his campaign, Buena Vista. ’ 
Among other distinguished men of this name mention 
may be made of Bayard Taylor, author and poet; Brook 
Taylor, a well-known mathematician; Sir Henry Taylor.,

FAMILY CREST. 


A deed dated November 19, 1681, conveys from Pow- 
ark and other Indians to the Lady Carteret, in trust for 
Matthew Taylor end others, a large tract of land in Som- 
erset county, being in depth four miles on both sides of 
the north branch of the Raritan River. Matthew Taylor, 
dying soon after, bequeathed his share of the proporty 
to his brother Edward, then living in London. A few 
years later he came to this country and became the pro- 
genitor of the American Taylors. 

The old Taylor homestead, built In 1729 by George, | 
son of the immigrant, still stands in the village of Middle- 
town, and as late as 1880 was occupied by a lineal de- 
scendant of the first settler. The house was then in 
good condition, with the old pictured Dutch tiles in 
the spacious fireplace. : 

Edward Taylor, the settler, was “of Briggs’ House, 
York county, England, residing in London.” His wife's 
name was Catherine, and they brought five children with 
them; one, Joseph, was born in New Jersey. 

Edward's ‘grandsons were among the first set- 
tlers of the “new country”—that is to say, New York,

The crest is a dexter arm, embossed in armor; the 
hand, in a gauntlet, grasps a javelin. The motto is: 
“Consequitur puodcunque petit — He accomplishes what 
he undertakes.” 

The tradition in regard to the motto is interesting.

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THE WILD ANIMALS OF LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 
XVU.—THE RATS AND MICE. 


Opp LrrrIx ANIMALS OF Howsk, FIELD 
AND Forrest—THEIR LIVES.

ROM the tiny White Mice found in lands beyond 
the Arctic Cirdle to 
Asia or the large and ferocious Philippine Rat, 


sharp-toothed hordes. The largest of all the Rats is the 
so-called Muskrat (the Musquash of the Indians) which 
is doubtless well known to such of my readers as have 
ever lived in the Eastern States. Its fur is still valu- 
able, and so the interesting animal is gradually becom- 
ing less and less plentiful in haunts where it once lived 
in large numbers. In America we have no representative 


' of the handsome Dormouse tribe so plentiful in England 


and continental Europe and Asia. They inhabit trees 
almost exclusively, and act much like miniature tree 
squirrels, one species having a bushy tall quite like a 
squirrel. 

But the anime of this class which will interest us 
most are, of course, the common House Rats and Mice, 
of which there are many species and whose numbers be- 
come in some localities unmitigated nuisances. Both 
the Rat and Mice families originated in Burope or in 
Asia—probably the latter—and thence migrated (or were 
carried by man) from country to country throughout the 
world. From just what form of the “wild” Mice they de- 
ended is not now known, and it may be that they have 


most dan- 
gerous to man and his property of all of the Rat tribe. 
This animal is also called the Norway Rat, and, as it 
frequents the docks of water-front cities, it is also 
called Wharf Rat, from which, of course, came 
the name commonly applied to wherf pirates and petty 
thieves. The Brown Rat came, we have every reason to 
believe, from Western China, whence it ts 
ern migration in the early years of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. In 1725-27 4 vast army of these Rats forded the 


es is 

large, partly empty buildings. This animal is 
some eighteen inches long, of which the tall is nearly 
half. The color is greyish brown on the uppers, shading 
into a dirty white on the belly and under side of the legs. 
Now and then—etrange anomaly—a black Brown Rat 
will be found, but these are apparently abnormal speci- 
meps. The enormous numbers of the Brown Rat are 
accounted for by the great number of litters (not leas 
than six) produced per year, and the still greater num- 
ber of Rats (usually from seven or eight to ten or twelve) 
in each litter. They are especially fond of meat, and 
the refuse from slaughter houses, so that in that section 
of a large European city—whose name 1 do not now re- 
call—more than 16,000 of these rats were killed in one 
month. On some of the smal! islands or keys off the 
Southeastern coast and along the Gulf coast of Texas, 
many of these Brown Rats have taken to burrowing 
among the sand hills and living on crustaceans and mol- 
lusks or whatever food the sea may cast up. Their fur 
becomes much thinner, and the color of their coats 
lighter than those of their kindred living on different 
food and amid different surroundings. And while wa 
are speaking of food, it may be said that both Rats and 
Mice are practicaMy omnivorous, and will without com- 
punction eat their own kind if found dead or caught 
in a trap from which there is no escape. Those who 


- have read Poe's “The Pit and the Pendulum,” will re- 


member the service that these rodents rendered the un- 
fortunate victim of the Inquisition. The Brown Rat is 
a good swimmer, and since the time of the vast Russo- 
Chinese migration noted above, records have been kept of 
many smaller movements in which it has been necessary 
for bands of these animals to cross wide streams. They 
seem to have absolutely no fear of death, and will fight 
man, dogs, cats, and fellow rats with equal nonchalance. 
Probably the occasions on which they have been known 
to attack human beings are few, but there are one or two 
authentic cases in which bands of hungry rodents actu- 


ally killed and ate a healthy workman who invaded their 


domain in an abandoned mine. 
There yet remain to be described the Black Rat, a 
much smaller variety, though probably more plentiful , 


is practically extinct, having been 


on an equal footing.

Among the available Mexican vegetables are various 
kinds of peppers, and several species of tomatoes, which 
are unknown to us. For example, there is the “husk 
tomato,” which is about the size of a horse chestnut, and 
is contained in a sort of detachable rind, that is removed 
when the fruit is ripe, as a preliminary to cooking it. It 
is not good raw, but is sald to be excellent when stewed 
or fried. The Mexicans preserve it as a sweet pickle. 

Then there is a brand-new kind of cucumber, which is 
quite an oddity in its way, inasmuch as it explodes with 
a loud report when ripe, throwing its red seeds to a dis- 
tance. Its chief use is as a medicine, but the vine on 
which it grows is so handsome as to be desirable for 
gardens. More valuable is a giant okra, obtained from 
Europe, which has pods five or six times the ordinary 
size. Soon, dowbdtiess, it will be commonly grown in 
this country, and will be obtainable in our markets. It 
has a delightful flavor. 

Another European vegetable which Uncle Sam wants 
to introduce is the tuber of a plant that looks a good deal 
like marsh grass. It is only about as big as a hazel nut, 
and when eaten raw resembles a cocoanut in flavor. This 
is ca'led “chervil,” and may be cooked in a variety of 
ways. The plant is a kind of sedge. 

Special attention is being paid to the cultivation of new 
pot herbs on the experiment farm which the government 
maintains near Washington, and the seeds of the best 
of these, when a sufficient supply has been obtained, will 
be distributed to farmers and gardeners. Notable among 
them is a plant from India called “baselia,” which 
bears fruit that looks like little blackberries. It is a

HE incident of the two cattle shipped from New York 
to Argentina and found on arrival to have foot-and- 
mouth disease, affords no ground for special fear. At tle 
Boston offices of the cattle bureau it is stated that the 
case has been investigated, and it was learned that the 
two pure-bred bulls were from Indiana, and were sent 
via New York by former Minister Bachanan to the 
President of Argentina. 

The cattle, of course, had no possible chance to have 
become infected before shipment, bet they had the mis- 
fortune to be sent aboard a ship that had brought a 
cargo of hides from Argentina, where the foot-and-mouth 
disease has long prevaiied. Evidently the hides infected 
the ship, and also the two cattle taken for the return voy- 
age.

ae possible to the heat of the oven. The rolls and tingera 
are made three or four inches long, squares and diamonds 
one or two inches in diameter (these require pricking,) 
and one-half an inch thick; strips one-fourth of an inch 
thick. A quick oven is required. The bread should be 
placed immediately on the grates of the oven, never on 
tins. It should be placed in the hottest part of the 
oven at first, and removed back as soon as crust is 
formed. When well done, the bread has an elastic or 
spongy feeling, and is very healthful. 

Cold-water loaf bread: This is mixed and kneaded in 
the same manner as the former bread, but is molded 
in a larger form, and baked in a more moderate heat. 
To insure its being thoroughly done in the center, make 
in loaves two and a half or three inches thick, and of 
any length desired. Bake about an hour. If the crust is 
tpo hard, cover it in an earthen jar or linen cloth until 
cold. It should never be cut while hot. 

Hot-water rolls: This is commonly called “soft 
bread,” It is made by pouring boiling water over wheat 


meal and stirring it with a strong spoon to «a stiff ft 


dough. Then knead quickly and roll out into any 
desired form. Rolls“ and “diamonds” are the best 
form for this kind of bread, This bread has a sweet 
flavor, and new beginners are very fond of it. 

Gems: Stir into the coldest water any kind of meal, 
and mix to a stiff batter; drop immediately into hol 
gem pans (iron is the best;) let them stand on the top of 
the stove a few minutes; then bake in a hot oven thirty 
minutes. If the gem pans are hot, no greasing is 
necessary. 

Fruit Gems These are made in the same manner as 
the preceding, with the addition of any kind of dried 
fruit that may be preferred. Seedless raisins or cur- 
rants well washed and soaked in a very little water are 
nice. The addition of a little grated cocoanut makes an 
article of food which is simple, wholesome and lux- 
urious. 

Wheat meal crisps: Make a dough as for wheat-meal 
bread; roll to the thickness of a table knife blade, cut in 
any desired form, prick with a fork; put it on the grate 
in a hot oven, and watch closely to see that it becomes 
cooked and crisp without being burned. If well managed, 
these crisps are delicious, very tender and well adapted 
to those with poor teeth. 

White potato bread: Wash and pee! the potatoes, boil 
in as little water as will cover them; mash through « 
colander with the water in which they were boiled; 
beat the whole to a boiling point, mix in wheat meal 
until sufficiently stiff to knead, cut in small cakes and 
bake in a hot oven. The nicest flavor is secured by using 
three parts of meal to one of potatoes. . 

Sweet-potato bread: Boll sweet potatoeggprith the 
skins on, peel and mash through a colander: mix with 
an equal quantity of wheat meal; if too dry add a little 
boiling water; knead together quickly as for “hot-water” 
bread, or rofl] into “diamonds,” and bake in a quick 
oven. 
Corn dodgers: Mix corn meal, two parts, graham meal, 
one part; use thick sour milk and one egg, and a few 
seedless raisins, shredded, mix so that it will just drop 
from the spoon onto a hot griddle,

The 
nourishment which the Pontiff took at 
first somewhat encouraged his entour- 
age, but the condition of the patient 
this evening pointed to the fact that it 
had not bad any beneficial effect. What 
is now most hoped for, is that the Pope 
may be enabled to secure much-needed 
rest. 

Among the latest of the many evi- 
dencés of continued sympathy with the 
Ponti’ in his showing that his 
fight cor life is watched by the high- 
ent and lowest, was the arrival! at the 
Vatican today of a case of mineral 
water sent by Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria to the Pope.

LISTED AND UNLISTED STOCKS. 
In nothing is the exchange more care- 
ful than in the admission or listing of 
securities. There can be no dealings 
on the floor of the exchange in secur- 
ities that have not been accepted by 
the gov. ing committee, and before 
the ittee will admit the securities 
it insists that the corporation issuing 
them shall furnish the exchange with a 
detailed statement of its financial con- 
dition and other information by which 
an idea of the legaiity and value of the 
securities may be obtained.

The 
requirements of the exchange are really

HE railroad business is divided 
into two distinct end widely sepa- 
rated branches, the operating de- 
partment and the business department. 

The operating department is respons- 
ible for the running of the trains, and 
for all that directly pertains to the 

hanical action of the road. 

The business department does the 
financiering, makes the rates, attends 
to all of the business and further con- 
trols the operating department except- 
ing the technical side of ft. 

A Yallorad is a corporation, and is un- 
der the official] management of a pres- 
ident, one or more viee-presidents, « 
treasurer, a general passenger agent, 
general freight agent, a general supet- 
intendent, and other managers and de- 
partment heads, and their assistants. 

The president may or may tot be 
the working head of the road. He ao! 
net de practical rafiroad man, 
holds the office on account of tis great 
business capacity, which enabies him 
to financier any commercial enterprise; 
but most railroad presidents are prac- 
tical men, understanding rallroadi in 
general. The other officials are sel 
other than men of long railroad expert- 
ence, who began at the bottom and 
worked into their respective places. 

Comparatively few men enter rail- 
roading from the top of any other bos 
mess or profession. They almost in- 
variably n a railroad men or boya, 
and work from the bottom up. Few 
other lines of business require so great 


a knowledge and experience in the 
premises. 

The rallroad business, to a ex- 
tent, is a especial business, and the or- 


dinary busniess man, successful along 
general lines, cannot, without long ex- 
perience, adapt himself to railroad con- 


ditions. 

The principal railroad officials are 
well paid, their salaries rangi from 
a few thousand up to as high as $100,000 
& year, but this higher figure may noi 
be paid to more than one or two pres- 
A 

ro y the average salary enjoyed 
by the railroad official, the president 
excepted, is not far from a year, 
and it Is doubtful if any competent 
head of a responsible de ever 
receives less than $1500.

Official returns have been received 


by the Insular Bureau of the War De- 
partment, showing the trade of the 
Philippine isiands for the month of 
February, 1903, exclusive of gold and 
silver and governmental supplies. 
From a summary of the report, sent 
out by the bureau, in advance of the 
publication of the officia) returns, it 
appears that the importations during 
the month mentioned aggregated $2,175.- 
728, a decrease of $859,896 as compared 
to the importations for February, 1902. 
This decrease is explained by the fact 
that more than one-third of the de- 
crease consisted of foodstuffs, of which 
large quantities, especially rice, had 
previously been purchased to supply 
the shortage due to light crops in the 
islands. That the decrease was only 
incidental and temporary is shown by 
the returns of importations for the 
eight months ending February 2%, 1903, 
from which it appears that the import 
trade for the period amounted to §21,- 
636,468, which is a slight gain over the 
corresponding period of the preceding 
year 


In the matter of exports, the showing 
in more favorable. The total exports 
for the month amounted to $2,036,306, as 
compared with $1,682,612 in February, 
1902, or an Increase of $353,646. For the 
eight months ending February 28, 1903, 
the exports aggregated $21,096,225, us 
compared to $15,204,534 for thé corre- 
sponding eight months of 1902, being 
an increase of $5,800,691, or about 36 
per cent. This large increase, it is en- 
plained in the report, consisted of hemp, 
copra and sugar, particularly of the 
first two products. Hemp leads in the 
increase, but copra made a gain of 
more than two million dollars. The 
total exports of copra for this 
were nearly three million dollars, lead- 
ing thoee of sugar and tebacco. New 
cocoanut groves are being set out, the 
demand for copra is good, the produc- 
tion cheap, and the facilities for culture 
practically unlimited, so that this prom-

States during these years amo to 
$8,957,179 for 1903, and $4,637,812 1902, 
the tetal increase being 65 per cent. 
The fact is noted in the report that the 
sales of American cotton goods, while 
still comparatively light, are steadily 
increasing in volume, as are the sales 
of boots and shoes from the United 
States. The total duty collected on im- 
ports for the eight months ending Feb- 
ruary 28, 1903, was $6,198,804. 

Trade between the United States and 
the Philippines ought to be largely in- 
creased, and there is not the least 
doubt that it could be enormously in- 


pcreased if our tariff duties were low- 


ered—let us say to the same basis as 
the Porto Rican tariff. Such a conces- 
sion, which is intensely desired in the 
Philippines, would give a tremendous 
impetus to trade between the United 
States and the isiands. Inarmuch as 
these isiands are part and parcel of the 


territory of the United States, it would 
seem as though we could well afford to 


place them on the same basis as our 
possession in the Caribbean. This ques- 
tion should be very thoroughly consid- 
ered at the next «sion of Congress.

ORPORATIONS SEEKING 
LOWER ASSESSMENTS. 


It was corporation day yesterday, for 
the members of the Board of Equali- 
zation, and the entire session was really 
given over to hearing the protests of 
the large companies which had delayed 
until the lest minute te rush in and 
declare that the County Assessor had 
dome them a great injustice in his os- 
sesaments of their property. The cor- 
porations which thus objected were the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
the Los Angeles Rallway Company, the 
Pacific Electric Rallway Company, the 
Redondo Raliway Company, and the 
Califernia Pecific Rallway, otherwise 
known as the Traction une to San 
Pedro. 


The gist of all these objections was 
on the right of the Aces or to tax the 
franchises of the corporations, and ‘he 
assumption of the State Board of 
Equalization that it has the sole right 
to tax certain property in the county 
that is apparently under the police and 
local legislative power of the city and 
county governments. 

The largest item of the day was ‘he 
Los Angeles Railway assessment. The 
franchise assessment on $4.61 miles of 
track was put at $708,600 by the As- 
sessor, and a cut was asked to $510,000. 
The figure of the track ftteelf was 
$708,600, and a reduction was asked to 
$382,000. The total assessment was 
$1,418,200, and the company wanted a 
to $892,000. 


Pedro wharf assessment and the im- 
provements on the wharf were assessed 
at $101,760 and the long wharf” at 
Santa Monica was assessed at $289,509, 
or a total of $400,560. The company con- 
tended that the franchise at San Pedro 
expired in 1901 and could not be as- 
sessed, and, in fact, the whole business 
would be attended to by the State 
Board of Equalization. The 89.35 miles 
of branch lines had a franchise assess- 
ment of $124,214. and the company 
wanted this cut to $5. 

The Pacific trie Raliway Com- 
pany had an assessment of about 8800, 
000 and wanted it cut to $125,010. The 
Redondo road wanted its assessment of 
$493,700 cut about 40 per cent., making 
the same point that was made on Fri- 
day by EF. F. Clark of the le 
Angeles-Pa:sific road, that the Asses 
or’s valuation in some instances was 
more than the actual cost of the road. 
Mr. Clark also contended on Friday, as 
several corporations did yester lay, 
that the Assessor had assessed fran- 
chises that the roads did not have. and 
that the Los Angeles-Pacific road was 
bullt over private right of way for 
many miles. For these reasons the re- 
Auctions were asked for. The Aesess- 


Clark and the other ratiroad owners 
ask reductions are so wide apart as to 
cause comment, but the railroad people 
explain this difference by stating that 
for many miles of road no franchise {« 
in force. and never has been.

POLICE COURT. 
VOORHEES GORS FREE. 
The second trial of . D. Voorhees, 
the striking union lingman, who was 
charged with an assault upon an in- 
dependent workman for the Sunset 
Telephone Company, named William 
Haverstick, ended in the Police Court 
yesterday.

Old-style Clocks. 

An old German cabinet-maker, 
noting the craze for the old-fashioned 
tall clocks, began making them two or 
three years ago, and since then has 
done little else. His little shop uptown 
is scarcely wider than the height of 
the clocks he builds. There he works, 
all day long without help. A kitchen 
stove close beside his work bench 
serves to heat his glue . The rear 
of the shop is filled with finished clock 
cases awaiting their works. 
It is his fancy to make his clocks 
unusually tall, fully eight and a half 
feet. and he has made one case con- 
siderably shorter, just by way of show- 
ing what is the style of inary 
clockmakers. His material is usually 
new mahogany, sometimes veneered 
sometimes solid, often inlaid and 
carved. The price of his clocks varies 
with the style of case and the quality 
of the works. 

It la the old man's patrioctic, German 
belief that the best works for such 
clocks come from Germany. and, ac- 
cordingly, he uses no other kind. The 
works cost from $30 to $65, according 
to what they are made to accomplish. 
The most expensive are made to indi- 
cate not only hours, minutes and sec- 
onds, but the phases of the moon and 
the day of the month.. A clock consist- 
ing of the best works in a mahogany 
case of the best workmanship that the 
old man can turn out fetches $160. 
Others cost from $25 to #40 less. 

The old cabinet-maker’s customers 
are shops and private persons. With 
orders from one or the other he is 
busy most of the time. He has several 
clocks making at once, so that he does 
not lose time in waiting for stain or 
give to dry. A few familiar patterns 
are his models, and his new * — 
amazingly like those of a century and 
a half ago.—(New York Sun.

This man haw struggled 
along for twelve years aud has raised 
some of the finest fruit in the valley, 
but after this length of experience has 
to confess that under past and existing 
conditions fruit „ ising for commercial 
rollt is a failure. He also says: 
“While I mention one orchard intended 
for commercial profit there are dozens 
of orchards set out for domestic use 
that have gone the same way.’ 
“Another successful vineyardist, a 
German, writeg as follows, in response 
to my request for data on orchards 


and vineyards killed by the drought: 


“Tt is difficult to state just how

Meantime, the construction of the 
Tonto Basin Reservoir by the govern. 
ment, under the national irrigation 
act, is now practically assured, over 
200,000 acres having been signed to. the 
agreement which the goverument de- 
manded, before it would undertake the 
work. The next thing will be to ne- 
gotinte for the purchase and acquisi- 
tion of the canals of the valley, the 
land owners under each canal purchas- 
ing that canal and bringing it into the 
association. This will a work of 
some time, but the enterprise and per- 
Sistence that has carried this matter 
through so many apparently insuper- 


“able difficulties will doubtless succeed 


in the final steps that will transform 
the Salt River Valley into a veritable 
garden, where the husbandman need 
have no fear of drought.
